We are now called upon to defend ourselves and 
our property—to defend our civilization and the 
linstitutions of our State, Will we doit? Or will 
we see our Civilization crushed, overridden, by a

GEORGIA AND VERMONT. 

Gov. Johnson of Georgia, on the 28th ult. sent a 
special message to the Legislature of that State, 
which oceupies about a columu and a half, trans- 
mitting therewith a copy of the Vermont resolu- 
tions upon the Kaysas question, The Governor 
argues the question of the resolves upon true 
Southern ground, complains of the continual at- 
tacks of abolitionists upon Southern institutions, 
declares that there is no outlet for slavery at the 
southwest exeept through Kansas, which is a 
western boundary of Missouri, and which State 
will be hemmed in on three sides by free States, if 
Kansas shall be declared free from slavery, The 
House of Representatives took up the subject in | 
the following bellicose manner, as we learn by a}

SOUTHERN VAPORING. 

Extract from the recent message of Gov. Hebert to 
the Legislature of Louisiana :— 

‘The wild spirit of fanaticism which has, for 
many years, disturbed the repose of the country, 
has steadily increased in power and influence. It 
controls the councils of several States, nuilifies the 
laws of Congress enacted for the protection of our 
property, and resists the exeention of them even 
to the shedding of blood. It has grown so power- 
ful that it now aspires to control the federal legis- 
lature. The fact can no longer be concealed, how- 
ever mach it may be regretted. The slaveholding 
States are warned in time; they should be prepar- 
ed for the issue. If it must come, the sooner the 
better. The time for concessions on our part and 
compromises has past. If the Union cannot be 
maintained upon the just and wholesome principles 
of the Constitution, concessions and compromises 
will only retard its dissolution, not save it. They 
have had. thus far, no other result than to en- 
courage attack and to increase the numbers of the 
abolitionists. [t would, however, be premature to 
suggest practical measures of resistance or retali- 
ation. The present session of Congress will de- 
velop fully the plans of that party. Your own 
action must depend, in a great measure, upon the 
course which they shail pursue. The responsibil- 
ity will be upon those who have forced us, in de- 
fence of our most sacred rights, of our honor, and 
of our very existence, to resort to extreme reme- 
dies.’

In 
the British empire—in England itself—there is 
much iniquity and injustice for reformers yet to 
mourn over, to be ashamed of, and to labor earn- 
estly to remove; but it is our glory, as it is the 
hope of mankind, that not a solitary slave is sab- | 
ject to our extensive sway. All honor be paid to, 
the heaven-recorded efforts of the men and women | 
who restored the deadened consciences of the peo- | 
ple toa noble and vigorous life, and who thereby 
caused Great Britain to become the firstamong the | 
nations of modern times to abolish human slavery | 
as a legal institution. 

Fifty years before this country struck off the 
shackles from the weary limbs of a single member 
of the proscribed and hated negro race, the Amer- 
}ican Republie—then an infant in age, bot already 
a Hereules in strength—proclaimed to the world 
the Christian doctrine that liberty is the inaliena- 
ble right of every man; that doctrine was expounded | 
in the Declaration of American Independence,.and 
is professedly the foundation on whiclt the hage 

‘fabric of the thirty-one United States has been 
raised. And yet, at this very time, if a democrat 
is asked to point to that part of the wide realms 
of oppression which contains the worst as well as 
the strongest and most aggressive system of slave- 
ry, he must point (alas! that it should be so) to 
the land of which George Washington was the first 
republican ruler, and for the political emancipa- 
tion of which the revolutionary fathers fought, and 

| bled, and suffered. 
| Slavery has greatly dimmed the lustre of the 
once bright star of the American Republic. No 
‘longer do such minds as Jefferson, and Adams, and

Did our readers ever notice the insatiable ap- 
petite whieh all despotisms possess?

perfectly constitutional, patriotic, and moral ; and 
the result was, that Congress removed the inter- 
diction complained of. And yet all the world 
believes that America is the freest country on the 
face of the earth; and distinguished ropean 
patriots point to -it as a politfeal Arcadia and a 
model Republic! How great is the delusion!

SLAVE TRADE IN GEORGIA. 
[Correspondence of the Savannah Georgian.) 
Mittepervitix, January 26. 
SENATE. 

Mr. Camden moved a reconsideration of the 
bill repealing the act which prohibits the intro- 
duction of slaves into the State for sale. 

Mr. Buchanan led off in a lengthy argument in 
support of the motion. He thought it bad policy 
to repeal the existing law. As a question of econ- 
omy, it was wrong. By introducing gangs of 
negroes, you present temptations to the people 
which fhey could not withstand. They will bor- 
row money, and buy negroes, even at high prices, 
and when a reverse comes upon the country, ruin 
and disaster will follow close upon its heels, This 
position was elaborated at some length by refer- 
ence to the past history of Georgia. He admitted 
that negroes are cheaper in some portions of this 
State than they are in Virginia. The reason for 
this was to be found in the fact that the newly- 
opened, large and fertile tract of country, ew- 
braced within the boundaries of Texas and Louis- 
iana, has increased the demand for slave labor, 
and consequently enhanced the value of slaves in 
that section which supplies Southern markets. 
Bat the depression in Georgia might be temporary ; 
and many who are now selling negroes at compar- 
atively low prices, are probably foreed to do so on 
account of embarrassments, occasioned by paying 
high prices, while the law, which some were now 
seeking to repeal, was not in operation. 

Mr. MeMillan followed in opposition. He said 
there was no force in the position assumed by some, 
that throwing open our doors to the introduction 
of slayes for sale, would have the effect of draining 
Virginia and Maryland of their slave population, 
and waking them free States. He appealed to the 
statistics of the country, and the history of slave- 
ry in those States—Virginia particularly, in con- 
firmation of what he suid. The last mentioned 
State, although she has, for years and years, sup- 
plied the Southern and Western markets, contained, at 
this lime, within her borders, not only a greater slave 
population than she ever had before, but more slaves 
than any other State in the Union. Yet in the face 
of these facts,’ gentlemen, for want of a better 
reason, would stil] insist upon the argument. He 
also urged that it would be injurious to Southern 
interests, at this juncture, to refuse to repeal the 
law. Slavery was struggling for an existence in 
Kansas, and needed all the aid she could get from 
every quarter, moral as well as physical. Refuse 
to repeal this law, you give an additional argu- 
ment to the Abolitionists against your brethren in 
Kansas. He was for free trade in negroes. They 
were recognised as property, and the same laws 
which governed trade in other species of propert 
should - extended to this. 2 Prt 

Mr. Peeples was the next speaker. He thought 
the gentleman last up very unfortunate in his 
reference to the slavery statistics of the border 
slave States. If there was an increase in the slave 
population at all, the increase was nothing in com- 
parison with the-wapid increase of that class in 
the more Southern States. In making this com- 
parison, you must take the old States, and leave 
out Kentucky and Missouri, which were more 
recently settled. He thought it was to the inter- 


| est of the South to adopt that policy which would 


prevent the border States from sending off their 
negroes, and thus lessen their interest in the in- 
stitution of slavery. It was the prevailing opin- 
jon of many that slavery was destined tu recede 
from its northern limits and travel southward. It 
was our duty to check that tendency, instead of 
bastening its consummation. He argued further, 
that the policy of og more negroes would 
tend to impoverish the State. Jt would be the means of 
more rapidly exhausting our fertile lands, and involve 
the people in debt. Ue urged also the past action of 
the legislature as an argument against a repeal. 
The law bad been repealed twice, and re-enacted 
by each ensuing legislature. 

Mr. Pope wus also in favor of reconsideration, 
and against repeal. He considered the question 
in its moral and social aspects ; and made a stron 
and feeling appeal, upon the ground that the tra; 
in slaves 1s revolting to humanity, and¢ at variance 
with the spirit of Christianity. 

The senate refused to reconsider by a vote of 
ayes 41, nays 51. And the old jaw stands repeal- 
ed, so far as the action of the senate is concerned. 
What will be ite fate in the House, I cannot say 

itively. Iam, however, inclined to the opin- 
ion that it will pass that body also.

WAR WITH GREAT BRITAIN-—ITS 
OMENS-—ITS RESULTS. 


It has seemed tous, until very lately, that our 
differences with Great Britain would not lead to 
any very serious result; but, if the temper of 
Congress is to be inferred from present indica- 
tions, the danger is much greater than we had 
imagined. Yesterday, Mr. Cass made a war 
speech in the Senate. We should infer nothing 
from this, for Mr.. Cass is always making war 
speeches, and we should say, as we have said in 
other instances, that he meant nothing by it, were 
it not that other senators, less given to the display 
of warlike propensities, zealously support him, 
and even go beyond him. It is now confidently 
said, that Mr. Seward is in favor of authorizing 
our government to give notice to Great Britain that 
we expect her to renounce all dominion over every 
part of Central America, and that if, after a 
twelvemonth, we find her persisting in the exer- 
cise of sovereignty in that quarter, we sball inter- 
fere to prevent her. Mr. Seward, on account of 
his long experience in public affairs, and the gen- 
eral moderation of his views on questions like this, 
exercises great influence in Congress, and will 
bring a powerful support to the war policy of the 
administration. The House of Representatives, 
in which the influence of Seward is much stronger 
than it is in the Senate, may be expected, if it 
should ever be organized, to be no less inclined 
to war than the other chamber. 

Let us consider what is implied in the notice to 
Great Britain that her authority over every part 
of Central America where it is exercised must 
cease within a year. Our government claims that 
the Britisb protectorate of the Mosquito Indians 
is an exercise of dominion. She must renounce 
that. Central America reaches from the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepee to that of Panama. British 
Honduras is a part of this country, and it includes 
theisland of Ruatan and the other isles in the 
Bay of Honduras. Britain must evacuate her 
oeeeetanss both on the mainland and the 
islands.
